Allowing for varying good and bad seasons (usually alternating) 
it can be said that the production of honey and beeswax in reeent years has 
been considerably greater than 10 years previously. During 1948-49 there 
was the record production of 10,906,372 lbs. of honey and of 140,384 lbs. 
of beeswax. For 1953-54 (1952-53) there were 6,377,785 (7,656,393) lbs. 
of honey and 78,455 (102,733) lbs. of beeswax. There were 1,178 (1,180) 
beekeepers with 74,456 (76,094) productive and 17,754 (14,952) unproductive 
hives. The number of beekeepers remains fairly constant.
